1 1 . [3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant argues that the combination of Amara in view of Bhattacharva does not indicate that the device sends selected 
messages to an external processors that need policy implemented on those packets. The examiner disagrees because the 
reference. Bhattacharva discloses identifying messages that need policy applied to them and sending the identified information 
through a message interface to an external processor/polcy implementer to help implente the correct policy on that message. 
Regarding the applicant's argument for claim 50, that the combination of the references. Amara, Bhattacharva, and Gai does 
not meet the limitations. The examiner disagrees, the reference Amara discloses a first and second header filter, which 
identifies messages, but does not explicitly indicate that those filter can mark or drop packets. Gai discloses a system which 
identifies packets, and which discards, marks, or marks and discards packets based on the identification and a policy of 
differrinq traffic parameteres. The combination of Gai and Amara discloses that Amara's system can be improved using Gai's 
teaching of double checking many traffic parameter's and marking/discarding packets based on those traffic parameters. .
